We yesterday 
saw some 
specimens 


of marble brought by Mr. W. W. Jen- 
kins from 'a mountain 
about three 


miles north of San Fernando. 
The 


marble 
was 
taken from the surface 


and, except a slight discoloration 
on 


the parts exposed to the weather, was 
a clear 
white. It seemed 
hard 
and 


solid, and no doubt would be capable 
of a fine polish. 
Mr. Jenkins 
says 


that there 
is a ledge of this rock on 


the comb of the mountain some 
nine 


hundred yards wide and of an indefi- 
nite 
length, the mountain 
being so 


rough that he was unable to follow It 
up along the whole distance. 
Doubt- 


less there is an immense body of this 
valuable material, and lying upon the 
surface 
as il does, ie could be easily 


quarried. 
The side of the mountain 


where the bed is located Is quite pre- 
cipitous, and a chute which could be 
constructed 
at 
slight expense 
would 


carry the quarried stone down into the 
Valley, whence it could 
be hauled to 


the depot. 
If this discovery 
should 


prove what it promises, itwill furnish 
an invaluable supply of building ma- 
terial, and that of the first quality, for 
Los Angeles, 
besides 
developing per- 


haps, at a sufficient depth, a fine qual- 
ity of marble for other purposes. 
Mr. 


Jenkins 
has also some 
specimens 
of 


sand-stone 
which he found in the San 


Fernando 
mountains, 
that are quite 


curious as geological specimens.

contain petrified forms of animal life,

affections of the friends and relations

persons, itwill become the 


popular 
method 
never.

adopted, 
and, 
in- 


stead 
of 
committing 
the 
remains 


of our dear 
departed 
to ashes 
or to 


earth, 
that they

Next to the immortality of 


the soul, our thoughts naturally revert

Dr. L. Dex- 
ter Lyford, of our city, has a process 
of 
embalming, 
entirely 
his 
own 


which 
seems 
to 
answer 
all 
of 


these requirements. 
Through an 
ex- 


tended practice in this branch of his 
profession in California, Colorado 
aud 


other States 
East 
and 
West, he has 


acquired 
a wide-spread fame for being 


one of the most skilled in the country 
in this difficult process. 
He has uni- 


versally met withsuccess 
wherever his 


services have beeu brought into requi- 
sition, and some of his subjects have 
been preserved for three or four years, 
retaining a life-like expression of fea- 
tures and untouched 
by decay.

served lias not yet been demonstrated. 
Ifthis process of embalming, yet com- 
paratively new, proves to be a success, 
ofwhich we have the best assurances, 
the faces of dead friends of this gener-
